Conditions of the Settlement Agreed to by 
the Representatives of France and China 
—Absence of a British Fleet in Chinese 
Waters—Other Foreign News. 


PARIS, September .8.—The Figaro pub- 
lishes the following as the principal points 
of the agreement arrived at by Marquis 
Tseng, Chinese Ambassador, and Challamel 
Le Cour, French Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
for the settlement of the Tonquin question: 

“The French protectorate to be hereafter 
confined to the delta of the Red River ; China. 
toopen the navigation of the Red River 
down to Lao Kay, which shall be the only 
point open to trade with Yun Nan; the fron- 
tier at all other points to be closed by the 
establishment of a neutral zone, which shall 
be garrisoned by Anamites. If China un- 
dertakes to prevent further incursions of 
black flags, the sovereignty of China over 
Anam is to be recognized by a mere act of 
homage, after which China will recognize the 
treaty of Hue, and the French force of 
occupation is to be limited to 4,000 men.”

Startling Testimony Sworn to Be- 


fore the Committee. 

How the City Lost $50,000—A Revelation as 
to the Water Works Ring—A Test “Fixed” 
Up by which Somebody Made a Handsome 
Profit. 


The special committee of the House of 
Delegates, now investigating the manage- 
ment of the Water Works, held a three hours’ 
session yesterday afternoon, at which testi- 
mony of a startling and sensational nature 
was adduced, bearing specially upon the 
coal contracts of 1872 and Supt, Chaphe’s 
Mr. James Hazard, 
of Hazard & Wilson, coal dealers, testified 
that in 1872 his firm was awarded the con- 
tract to furnish all coal needed 
at the Water Works for the 
year, at 9% cents, in the sheds. The 
board at that time consisted of W. H. Stone, 


R. M. Renick and Henry T. Flad, now Pres- 
ident of the Board of Public Improvements. 
Mr. Chaphe was at that time connected with 
the witks. He rejected twenty-five car- 
loads of coal furnished by witness on a gen- 
eral ground that it was defective, an4_his 
action was sustained by the board. Wit- 
ness protested against such action, and the 
board appointed as experts to look into the 
matter James Collins, Jno. W. Glassford 
and Joseph Yoke. They made a me- 
chanical, test of the rejected coal 
and also of some of that 
used the year before, and pronounced the 
former superior in quality. Not satisfied 
with that conclusion, a steam test was or- 
dered, and, as witness believes, there were 
sharp practices in committee with that test, 
which made his coal appear not only of an 
inferior pature but absolutely unsatisfactory. 
Believing that the finding of the committee 
wasin efiect a forfeiture of his contract, 
witness at once ceased to deliver coal at the 
Water Works, until notified by the board 
that they desired 50,000 bushels of coal 
delivered at once, and the current 
supply kept up. He then went before the 
buard and stated that under the circum- 
stances he couid not supply any more coal to 
the Water Works. is hondsmen, six in 
number, were all good, The board declared 
his contract forfeited, but declined paymeni 
ot $10,000 due for coal already furnished, un- 
til witness commenced preparations for a 
suit, when the board sent for him and paid 
the amount, preferring not to go into litiga- 
tion. ‘There being no contract for coal, the 
Superintendent was sent into the market, 
and purchased 2,000 car-loads of 
coal, or about 70,000 bushels, 
at 1844 cents on the track from Wm. Harding, 
who was notat that time, but is now asso- 
ciated with witness gn business, ‘The coal 
furnished under thi§8 arrangement was sup- 
plied from the same mine that the rejected 
coal cae from, and was identical in quality. 
Witness said that at a rough estimate the 
forfeiture of his contract that year cost the 
city about $50,000. 
WM. HARDING, 
now of the Hazard Coal Company, testified 
at length, corroborating Mr.Hazard as to the 
price and quality of the coal furnished by 
him to the Water Works, 
P BENJAMIN BADGER, 

formerly an engineer at the Water Works, 
in connection with Gillespie and Grote, who 
are still there, told the story of the remark- 
abie test of the steam making qualities of 
the Hazard and Donk coals. The committee 
of experts were to determine the relative 
merits of each, by an inspection of the steam 
gauge, the indicator showing the speed of 
the engines, aiid also to take into considera- 
tion the time consuwed in raising steam. 
Witness testified directly, that Chaphe 
ordered him and Gillespie, when the 
Hazard coal was being burned, to let 
cold water into the boilers su as to makes it 
appear that it took a great deal of time to 
raise steam, and also to let the steam out of 
the boiler, so as to remove the pressure on 
the gauge. When the Donk coal was being 
tested they were instructed to’ let warm 
water into the boilers, to give the pressure 
on the steam gauge every benefit, and to ad- 
vance the indicator, showing the number of 
revolutions. When witnes went tu see 
Gillespie, that person said, “I have rather 
over-done the thing now, for 1 have put 
the indicator so far ahead, that any 
one can see through the scheme.” 
Witness advised Gillespie to disconnect the 
indicator for afew minutes and give the en- 
gine a chance to catch up, which was done. 
Under such a “‘test’”’ the Hazard coal stood 
no show whatever. This matter was in some 
shape brought to the attention of the water 
board, and witness once, at their request, 
prepared a full written statement of the af- 
iair, which he submitted, but has never 
heard of since. 

Lhe investigation will be resumed at 2 
o'clock Monday, when perhaps Peele and 
Gillespie may be heard

A Footlight Queen’s Expenses—Ho 
* Husband May be Utilized. ta 


From the N. ¥. Morning Journal. 


“You often talk,” said a well-known 
actress the other day, ‘tof the big salaries 
we get, but you fail ina great measure to 
take into account the expenses we are sub- 
jected to. One hundred dollars a -week 
you consider good pay, but I can tell you it 
doesn't go far with the life we have %o lead 
and tbe burdens we have to bear. If I 
could get $100 a week the year reund I 
should have no cause to grumble. I don’t 
know that [have much cause as it is, but I 
do resént the idea that is constantly being 
advanced by the papers that that is a great 
deal of money for the work wedo. ‘True, 
the actual work of tne staris but three 
hours a day, perhaps four, considering that 
I have to bein my dressing-room one hour. 
before the performance begins, and on an 
average l can get out by half past eleven. 

“First of ali, an ordinary engagement 
runs from thirty to thirty-tive weeks. If 
anything comes aiter that it is chanes and a 
lucky oue. A thirty-five weeks’ engagement. 
is a fair one to make an averageupon. That 
is $3,500 ayear. Il make it about $70 a week. 
Now then | have a husband who, poor fel- 
low, doesn’t do much. How cana he, when 
most of the time he has to look after me? 
The children. compel us to keep a house iu 
the eitv, and | must have a nurse to look 
after the children, lam away so much. Now 
vou know that in a flat with a servant, a 
husband and two children it is the easiest 
thing in the worid to get away with $40 or 
$50 a week. 

“Even that would be all right, and I 
should have little to eomplain of if it were 
not that at any moment 1 niust hodd myself 
in readiness to be called away on a travel- 
ing tour. Do you know what that means? 
Well, we often travel pretty nearly all day, 
and I must pay for my owas sleeping: berth at 
hight if 1 dom’t want to situp ‘Lhe mana- 
ger dves not pay for that. only for the rega- 
lar fare in the regular car. Then I must 
pay my own hotel bill, on an average of 
three or three and a-ha!lf aday, The fare to 
and from the depot counts a good deal ai the 
end of the week, and any Httle luxury is an 
additional and important expense. Ai any 
rate this traveling life runs away verv easily 
with thirty-five or forty dollars a week, aad 
the home in New York must be kept up ail 
the time. You see there is not mucu left, is 
there, when the salary comes to he 
paid, and eneugh is put ir thea 
bauk for the suumer vacation ? 

“Then there is the important item of 
dresses, The manager furnishes none of the 
ordinary run of dresses , only whenfhe wants 
sumething extraordinary to be done he con- 
tributes anything to the expense. and then 
there is always alot of wrangling about it. 
My stage dresses Cost me $500 easily in a sea- 
son. l’am lucky wher that is all they come 
to. Besides, there are stage boots and stock- 
ings and wigs and gloves and toilet articles 
averaging, 1 shuuld say, $7 or $5 a week. An 
actress earning $100 a week must keep up ap- 
pearances. Sie must dress becomingly on 
the stage. On wet nights she must take a 


Y\, carriage home and occasionally, tired and 


hupgry, she wants a bite of supper some- 
where. Occasionally she advertises in the 
drainatic papers to keep her naine before the 
managers who are stingiest, not to these who 
have the least talent, but to those who are 
least known. 

‘‘In the way of work, there is the terrible 
bore of rehearsals. You don’t know what it 
means to be kept for six or seven hours day 
after day, sometimes for weeks, sitting 
around a cold, damp, iil-lighted stage.

RIDING THROUGH ENGLAND. 


Senator Don Cameron Writes to His 
Father—An Interesting Letter. 
From the Harrisburg (Pa.) Telegraph, 

When Senator Cameron left this country it 
was well known that he went abroad in 
search of health, which he hoped to secure 
by ap entire severance from the cares of an 
active business life, change of climate, mode 
of ‘living, and even scenery and association. 
After his arrival in Eugiand he decided to 
take a conveyance and drive with his wife 
through England to Scotland. The itollowing 
letter received recently by his venerable 
father, shows how he is spending his time 
in easy journeys through England, visitin 
by the way some of the places of interes 
and note, and regaibing health and vigor. 
Though not intended for publication, we are 
sure the fricads and neighbors of the Sena- 
tor will peruse the tetter with pleasure: 

“WORCESTER, ENGLAND, Auy. 3 1883 

“DEAR FATHER—We have now been two 
weeks on the road, and lam becoming more 

leased with our experiment. The moderate 

atigue gives one a healthy appetite and good 
sleep, and the country is so very beautiful 
that one cannvt help but be in good spirits, 
We spent last Sunday at Bath. The bathing 
arrangements there are perfect, but the place 
has ceased to be fashionable, royalty and 
their followers now going to the German 
springs, where I don’t believe they can be 
half so comfortable. From Bath we went to 
Bristol, but only stopped there to lunch and 
drove on to Chepston, crossing the river Sey- 
ern by a steamer near its mouth, and then 
up the valiey of Wye to Chepston, which is 
avery old and interesting town. The re 
mains of the old castie, which cover about 
turee acres of ground, are well worth a visit. 
On Tuesday we drove down to see an old 
ruined amor at Tintern. It is perfectly 
beautiful. Both it and the old castie beiong 
to the Duke of Beaufort, who seems to own 
the entire country. We drove the same after- 
noon to Monmouth through a beautiful coun- 
try, and remained there al! night, and on 
Wednesday went to Hereford. When we 
arrived there it happened to be market day, 
and the place was filled with farmers from 
the surrounding country.
